station at 8:20 p.m., from Saska- 
toon, and the party proceeded at 
once to Government House where 
they will stay while they are in 
the city. 

The party was met at the sta- 
tion by His Honor, the Ticut,- 
Governor, and his aide de camp 
Major Stafford: Hon J. R 
Boyle, representing the provincial 
government; Mayor Clarke and 
Mrs. Clarke, Police Magistrate 
Colonel Primrose, Aldermen Mil- 
ton Martin, O. Bush, W. W. Pre- 
vey, A. R. McLennan, J. J. Me- 
Kenzian City Solicitor Bown, 
Major Saunders and others. 

After introductions to a num- 
ber of those at the station the 
party entered the waiting autos, 
the Governor-General being re- 
ceived with cheers upon emerg- 
fing from his car. 

A lengthy program has been 
drawn up for the party during 
their stay here, .The visit is prim- 
arily to look into the work of the 
war veterans, war workers. the
